Bishop Hewlett, a Well Known Negro 
Died Last Night.

Bishop Howlett, one of the best 
known negro residents of this city, 
died last evening at his home on

Hawley. 
Heirs of the dead railway 
magnate, to avoid a 
fight 
in 
the 
courts, have made a settlement with 
Miss 
Margaret 
Cameron, Hawley's 
Protege, who was sometimes called 
his niece. 
Under the terms of the 
agreement Miss Cameron w ill receive 
^ between one-half million and $600,- 
1000 in cash in 
settlement 
of 
all 
jClaims. 


Final appraisal of the estate shows 
that Hawley was 
worth 
seventeen 
million dollars. 
Estim ates 
of 
hts 
wealth ran as high as for y million 
dollars, but lawyers upon investiga­ 
tion found that in recent years his 
fortune 
had 
dwindled. 
The heirs 
feared at one time that the estate 
would be less than one million dol­ 
lars. 


Hawley died suddenly February I. 
Although there have 
been 
reports 
that he executed a w ill disposing of 
his estate, it was declared today that 
no will has been found. 
Miss Cameron, 
after 
his death, 
visited his Babylon mansion, and it 
was asserted that Hie found there a 
will which named her as o"^ of the 
principal beneficiaries. The cirl also 
claimed to have in 
her 
possession 
papers which show’ thor 
she is tho 
legal owner of H aw ley’s 
city home, 
and also his country mansion. 
In 1909 Haw ley made a w ill which 
was never executed. 
This document 
provided liberally for 
Miss Came- 
tcp, it was said. His millions, under 
the terms of 
his 
agreement 
witk 
her, will be distributed in the man­ 
ner outlined in that document. 
Frederick 
Crandall, 
the 
outcast 
nephew, is one of the dead railway 
magnate’s heirs. At the time 
Haw ­ 
ley died, 
his 
wife, 
Mrs. 
Adelino 
Crandall, was 
a 
prisoner 
in 
the 
work house 
at 
Blackw ell’s island. 
Mrs. Crandall, before 
her marriage 
was a stenographer in H aw ley’s of­ 
fice. Crandall paid devoted attention 


lo her and incurred his uncle’s dis­ 
pleasure, with the 
result 
that 
she 
’cst her position. 
It is believed he 
will receive about one million 
dol­

London, March 4.—The scarf ity of 


food as a result of the coal strike is 


coming to the front. 
The shortage of 


meat threatens to be immediate in­ 


stead of gradual in consequence of

cargoes 


now’ on the way to London. 
They 
have not tho coal to maintain the n 
rigerators aud realize the cargoes 
will putrify It they are landed. They 
have consequently telegraphed to In­ 
termediate ports holding up the steam 
ships with meat cargoes there so as 
to he able to refrigerate them aboard 
at the e x p o s e of small consumption 
of coal. 
Several cargoes have already 
lieen held up in this manner. 


A fish famine is also in prospect. 
The high prie* of coal prevents many 
trawlers from working at a profit and 
thirty of these boats have been laid 
up at Leith. All foodstuffs with a few 
exceptions will advance in price at 
once. 
Various regiments of the guards 
brigade are kept in constant telephon­ 
ic communication with the w’ar office. 
They are destined for South Wales 
if any rioting should be reported from 
that section. 
The strike, the greatest in the his­ 
tory of the British Isles, is marking 
time over the w’eek end. 
One satis­ 
factory featu.e is the complete ab­ 
sence of disorder in the districts af­ 
fected. 
All negotiations looking to a 
settlement have ceased, as the lead-* 
ers. who re 
illy gathered in London, 
have scattered to attend to local mat­ 
ters iii connection with the strike. 
Labor leaders in recent speeches 
have insisted upon the importance of 
supporting the miners, because now’ 
that the government has decided to 
institute a minimum wage in connec­ 
tion with the mines, it will be impos­ 
sible much longer to withhold estab­ 
lishing a minimum wage in all indus­ 
tries. 
Thus Hie strike will become a 
% 
triumph for the cause of labor all 
around. 
The next w’ord is with the govern­ 
ment, and Premier Asquith’s prom­ 
ised statement today is awaited with 
the greatest interest. 
However, no 
arrangement has been made for the 
introduction of a minimum wage bill. 
At a mass meeting of dock workers 
of Bristol yesterday a resolution was 
adopted providing that imports of for­ 
eign coal should not be handled 
Most of the railroads announce a 
further curtailment of their services 
beginning today. 
Fourteen stations 
in London will be closed down alto­ 
gether until the strike ends. 


French Miners Discuss Strike. 
Paris, March 4.—The possibility of 
French miners following the example 
of the English workers, while remote, 
nevertheless exists. 
This subject was 
discussed by tne national congress re­ 
cently held a„ Angers, but the deci­ 
sion was left entirely to the executive 
committee of the Miners’ Fedeiation, 
which it is known will order n strike 
only in event of parliament acting 
unfavorably en various reform? for 
which the miners are now agitating.

the French miners, 
therefore, could not, strictly speaking, 
be considered a movement in sympa­ 
thy with the English miners. 
Several 
district conventions of miners hav<

if parliament does not take the hint.

Helen Sinclair, superintendent of the 
training school for nurses of thp New­ 


berry, Mich., state hospital for the 


insane, has just returned to her home, 


after being in consultation at this 


place with Dr. A. C. Petti john, super­ 


intendent of State Hospital No. 2, and 


Mr. AV. T. Cross, secretary 
of 
the 


State Board of Charities and Correc­ 


tions, regarding the establishment of 


training schools for attendants and 


nurses in the four state hospitals of 
Missouri. 


The boards of managers of the four 
state hospitals determined at their 
February meetings to establish such 
training school w’ork, and in common 
to employ Miss Sinclair to outline 
and superintend it. 


The plan is the outgrowth of a sug­ 
gestion made by the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections 
and 
this 
body will exercise general supei vision 
over Miss Sinclair’s work. 
There are 
1,158 insane persons confined in the 
four state hospitals 
and 
they 
are 
cared for by 525 attendants. 
A few’ unsuccessful attempts have 
been made in the past to establish 
training schools such as exist in the 
hospitals of eastern states, but up to 
the present time very little instruction 
has been given these hospital attend­ 
ants regarding the nature of ^sanity 
and the ordinary methods of nursing. 
Miss Sinclair w ill return to undertake 
the work in Missouri the first of ApriL 
At the time of departure she said:
